TIS my opinion 
that the true val- 
ue, the overpow-

It is, in 
fact, known to 
none but those

Look Out for Our Good Name. 


We in Andover have been -wont' to 
pride ourselves on the quiet and peace- 
ful air that is always supposed to exist 
‘within our borders. . Especially did we 
plume ourselves in this respect, in com- 
parison with our neighboring city. But 


ifreports are to be relied upon, we 
must give, Lawrence credit for an ob- 
servance of “the fourth” that is much 
more creditable to her people than that 
which we witnessed in Andover was to 
us. The Lawrence correspondent, of 
the Sunday Herald in commenting on 
this same condition of affairs says 

‘To Lawrence people who are always 
complaining that the city is behind 
other localities in the maintaining of 
law and order, “the Fourth’’ cotivey a 
lesson. It is to be expected, of course 
that the flood-gates of enthusiasm. will 
be opened upon this day, but a limit is 
in reason ‘expected. his limit was 
observed in wrence, but one would 
need to go no farther thon Andover 
and Methuen to find opposite examples. 
These towns are supposed, in the vVer- 
nacular of the day, to be “slow” and 
“goody-goody,” but on “the.night be- 
fore the Fourth” “they were so live 
with an enthusiasm combined with law- 
lessness;—that-Lawrenée-in ‘ison: 
was the ‘‘slow” one. In Methuen the 
boys greased the tracks of the electric 
railroad and rendéred an accident, pos- 
sible. But. this was by.no pa see 
Wagons filled with blazing barrels Were 
drawn by the boys through the stréets 
and allowed to descend the hills, to 
danger of surrounding property; | The 
police did little or nothing, and the 
boys seemed to care. nothing for the 
law or authority. It did not sur- 
prise some’ people that the wooder 
block nearest to the scene of the mid- 
night carnival was destroyed by fire ‘in 
the early morning hours. In-Andover 
the celebrants burned isolated and un- 
occupied houses just for the fun of the 
thing.” ¢ 

There is a-heap of food for thought 
for our Andover citizens in this, and 
there will be no trouble to make many 
suggestions for a guard against the rep- 
etition of such lawlessness as did occur. 
Our authorities must be very careful 
that. their laxity in actually saying, 
“well the building wasn’t. worth much”’ 
and similar remarks, does not result in 
putting a sort of license on “sport” 
that very easily results in lawlessness. 
Few of the spectators and participants 
in the town bonfire would like to be 
held accountable for boxes stolen, doors 
torn off, etc, in connection withthe 
fire, but they are quick to score Debs 
for the responsibility in the present 
day lawlessness in the West.

Board of Trade Outing. 
Selectman Arthur Bliss waa.ouhe of. the 
guests.at the, outing of the Merrimack 
Valley Board of Trade, on Tuesday, held 
under the auspices of the Lawrence 


River, “Glen Forest,” to which place the 
Lowell Lawrence and Haverhill Street 
Railway Company has ‘tun tracks, which 
were opened for public travel on Wednes- 
day.

Hawkins, near Newburg, N.J., and in do- 
ing so they disfigured half a doxens pruce 
trees, which lad been planted by. his 
father, by eutting Off the branches, No 
consent to this mutilation had been given 
by the owner of the trees, and the line- 
men, as usual, had used their saws and 
axes without mercy, 

Mr. Hawkins sued the company. for 
$600, estimating the damage at $100 a 
tree. The jury gave a verdiet for $500. 
Under the provisions of the codé@ in this 
state Mr, Hawkins’ lawyers then. moved 
that a triple judgement be made, and 
the dourt astounded the defendants by 
granting this and increased the judg- 
ments to) $1,500. Lis to be hopéd that 
the higher courts will confirm this judg- 
ment and hold thata frowving tree has a 
value beyond the mere amount of timber 
it contains, and that the owner has a 
right to watch its growth and enjoy its 
beauty and to derive pleasure from its 
associations. The courts should take

PROTECTION FROM LIGHTNING, 


Information Furnished Ina Circular Issued 
by the Department of Agriculture, 

There is more danger in the country 
than in the city, the’ network. of _ tele- 
graph and other wires through the 
streets offering opportunities for surplus 
lightning to be drawn off and dissipat- 
ed. All barns, honses and other ex- 
posed buildings should have rods, which 
should be of either iron or copper. 
Boildings on hillsides are especially 
| liable to be struck. ‘ 

The top of the rod_should_be plated 
or in some way protected against rust- 
ing, and it is better 7f made With sev- 
eral points extending in different direc- 
tions. The base of the rod should be 
sunk deeply enough to reach moist 
ground or water, If the conductor goes 
near large main drains, it should be 
connected with them... But it is unsafe 
to have the rods go near small-gas 
Pipes. The lightning might melt them 
‘and would vt course set fire to the gas. 

There is no such thing as a definite 
protected area from a single rod. The 
very heaviest bolts of lightning cannot 
be entirely carried away by an ordinary: 
| roa. Tron rods weighing 85 ounces to 
the foot ure advised as the best protec- 
tion, but on the highest part of the

this weight. Lightning generally, but 
not always, follows the point of least 
resistance. The exceptional cases are 


‘| where the discharge is too great. to fol- 


low the line prepared for it. A metal 
rod, if small, may be disregarded when 
the electricity is following a current of 
air. | A gorge between two highlands is 
less safe than are the localities higher 
up where the air does not go in streams, 
which, being larger, make a better con- 
ductor than any small metallic-rod can 
do. Fortunately these discharges of 
lightning too large to go through a rod 
are exceptional, and a: good lightning 
rod well connected with moist earth or 
water furnishes sufficient protection in 
most cases. 

The nature of the ground has much to 
do with liability to lightuing strokes, 
Land of chalk formation is least liable 
.to attract lightning. Clay soil has 

seven times this attraction for lightning, 
and sand has-nine times as great attrac- 
tion. A building near a running stream 
-of water is more likely, to be strack, as 
the water attracts the’ lightning in this 
direction. While rain is falling, slight 
discharges of lightning are carried down 
to earth without injury to trees or build- 


gs. 
There is no danger in carrying small 
metallic articles, as knives, watches or 
chains, about the person, They are too 
}amall to have any influence in _attract- 
ing the lightning.» Neither can safety. be 
found by going to bed and trying to in- 
one’s self in feathers. The gen- 
rule for safety is-not.to stand under 
trees iii storms, nor in ‘the doorway. of 
barns, or close, to cattle, or near chim- 
neys and fireplaces. Avoid places where 
there is any draft of air, as it is most 
likely to be the path taken by lightning 
discharges. mm oY 
Desirable Poultry. ‘ 
At the Rhode Island station experi- 
“ments have been conducted in crossing 
pure bred: fowls. The vurious crosses, 
both alive and dressed, from this station 
were exhibited at a Rhode Island poul- 
try exhibition. ~The judges pronounced 
the cross of Indian Game on Light 
Brahma the best specimen of dressed 
poultry, followed by the - erosaes of 
White Wyandotte on' Indian Game, 
White Wyandotte on Light Brahma, 
Indian Game on Golden Wyandotte and 
Dorking on Dark Brahma.

their lives on the livid. altarof absinthe: 
Baudelaire, who translated all Poe’s

minor French poet actually painted his 
hair the same tint as the beverage that 
corroded his brain, possibly from an 
odd fancy to have the outside of his 
head correspond with or match the in-

also fell a victim to the drug after 
' George Sand gave the final smash to his 
fragmentary heart. Guy de Maupassant 
is reported to have burned his brains 
away with the same emeraldine flames.

John McEleney, who lived at 119 
Charlestown street, and William Grant 
of 609 Rutherford avenue, Charlestown, 
were in a North End saloon, in which the 
former’s brother worked, shortly before 
11 o’clock on Saturday night, When the 
crowd left at Il all the members of it, so 
Thomas McEleney says, were sober.

Without a work or a menacing look— 
without even.a..motion to the pocket on 
either side, one ‘of the Italians, who was 
ohe of the largest of his race, rushed upon 
McEleney.. Grant saw a--blade flash 
quickly in its. descent; McEleney felt it 


strike him, Then, before either of them ' 


could collect his senses, the Italians were 
away. 

Whether or not any provocation was 

ivén for the assault may yet. be. estab- 
fished, although it can have little bearing 
on the case in court. 

Itisthought probable that McElenev 
was mistaken by the Italian for some 
body else. This somebody else might 
seem to be Grant, in the light of bis 
previous acquaintance with the Italians 
and of a possible friction at the Medford 
works. But Grant is a large man, stand- 
ing over six feet, and heavy, while Mc- 
Eleney was of medium height, consider- 
ing which the mistaking of the latter for 
Grant is scarcely reasonable.

Boston, Jn’y 1N\—The following crop 
bulletiniwas issued today by the New 
England weather service: 

All crops made a good growth in Maine 
during the week, as frequent showers .ud 
generally warm weather prevailed, Very 
little haying has been done, but a larze 
crop is promised in most counties, One 
correspondent says one-fourth more than 
usual; another that there is more: than 
for several years. Grain generally looks 
well, though rust is striking slightly in 

uthern counties. Pastures are good. 
er: weather, with frequent lucal 
shower, prevailed in. New Hampsbire, ex- 
cept in thesoutheustérn counties. Where 
rain ot fallen, ah. crops are improving. 
Potatoes have made rapid growth, and 
ar ae. y recovered from the early 
east counties little or no 

2 Aq fallen and crops are suffering. 

At Hartland, Windsor county, Vt., 1.27 
inches of rain fell in the shower of the 
6th, Going, some damage by lodging oats 
and soak ron, J hay that had been partly 

Raina were general, with cloudy 
and mostly warm weather. Crops have 
qrown extremesy fast and are aif jonking 
well, except where oats have been slightly 
rusted. Hay promises a good crop. Some 
hay has been cut, but haying is not gen- 
eral. Pastures are luxuriant. Raspber- 
ries and currants are ripe and a good crop. 

Iu northeastern Massachusetts excellent 
hay weather has prevailed during the 
week and much has been cut. Much 
more is Teady to be put in, as it has 

~very “fast; because or the con 
tinued paisa’ weather. | Western counties 
are not generally suffering for rain, and 
the week was most cloudy and threaten- 
ing, but thronghout the greater part of 
the east rain ie badly needed, and. in 
places many cropsnre already ruine‘. 

In southern Rhode Island the weather 
has been very f.vorable for haying; and a 
large part of the crop has been secured. 
Farther north rain and clouds have de- 
layed operations to considerable extent, 
Oats are rusting, and apples dropping in 
places, but generally grops have im- 
proved and are doing well. Rain is 
needed, especially in the south. 

Some sections of Connecticut have been 
visited by thunder showers, which have 
supplied moisture for the top of the 
ground, The showers have been scatter- 
ing and confined tu no particular local- 
ity.

SUDDEN DEATH ! 


Rev. Henry Matthews, Pastor of 
‘the Methodist Church died at 
5 o'clock this morning, 


A SAD BLOW.TO THE 
COMMUNITY.

North Andover to-day unites in sym- 
pathy with the family, in unfeigned sor- 
row over the sudden death of Rev. Henry 
Matthews, pastor of .the - Methodist 
Church; which occurred at the parsonage 
this morning at 5 o'clock, after a brief 
but distressing illness, arising from a 


‘cancerous trouble. Ou the 17th of June, }~~ 


last, the-beloved and respected : pastor 
happily entered upon and looked forward 
to the pleasure of his 57th year. 

Last Sabbath he occupied the pulpit of 
the Methodist Church at Cochituate, and 
on the way thither endured an exeruci- 
ating attack of illnéss, and although phy- 
sically unable, yet by sheer will power, 
conducted the entire services of the day. 
On hisreturnto~ 
the rooms of the Ministerial Association, 
he suffered another severe attack, and 
many of-his associates feared his death. 
He goon felt better, and’ returhed home 
and has since been under the care of a 
physician, 

Wednesday evening, vr was able to 
visit among immediate neighbors, but 
yesterday became worse and required the 
constant-attendance of physicians, Mor- 
rill and-Weil, the latter being the con- 
sulting physician. 

Last evening he was almost in a state 


o'clock, he endured another period of 
severe pain, and as the clock struck five, 
having reached the limit of human en- 
durance, exchanged the cares, toils, and 
sufferings of life for a peaceful and quiet 
rest which he recently said-he would not 
probably be long in reaching. 


Although the fresh grief of the family 


made it impracticable to ascertain a com- 
plete history of the pastor’s life at this 
time, yet a few of the more prominent 
events are here related. 


Rey. Mr. Matthews was born in Sea.. 


bridge, Maidly Parish, England, in 1887, 
and the first parish over which he had 
charge was that of Redditch in 1861. 

His mother died during his infancy, 
and he was reared by an uncle and aunt 
and received a_ theological. education 
through private instruction. His gift as 
a leader in church affairs became, noti¢e- 
able quite early in life. ‘ Ww 

Thirty-two years ago he married 
Caroline Bryant, who survives him, and 
with one daughter, Miss Raghel -Mat- 
thews, completed the family circle .of 
which he has been the cheer and comfort 
of life, and although fer the sake of his 


family and'friends he would willingly | 


have extended his life, yet he was.a man 
who was ready to die. ~ 

After a few years in. ministerial office 
in England, he came to America in 187i, 
and has at different times been settled 
over chargesin Lowell, Groveland, By- 
field, Southampton, Williamsburg, Con 
way, Palmer Depot, Ware, Springfield, 
Somerville, Lawrence, and has now ,en- 


tered upon his second year of service in 


our Methodist Parish, 

In Mr, Matthews’: character we find 
much to extol. His manner was kinfly, 
mild, unobtrusive towards his fellows, 
and although not physically rugged, yet 
he was a ceaseless worker, and tireless 
in the duties of his calling. His produc- 
tions were scholarly, and as a public 
speaker he was good at repartee and pos- 
sessed ready wit. He was a grace to the 
pulpit, not simply a/fixture, and a power 
in the church. His utterances were sim- 
ple and direct, his stand for what-was- 
right, fearless and unflinching. He de- 
spised catering for popularity, at the sac- 
rifice of things of more importance to the 
possessor, and his sermons were unmark- 
ed by the light, racy, rapid, or shallow 
style of which a few men of the cloth are 
fond of freeing themselves, In speaking, 
he was always considerate of his audi- 
ence and careful to time his words to 
their patience. 

His influence in the community was for 
good, and he was a worthy successor to 
Brother. Hodge. He was patriotic and 
zealous inthe support of American in- 
stitutions, His death will be a cause of 
lament not only here but throughout the 
many parishes with which he has .been 
connected. 

| He was.a member of Connecticut Val- 
ley Commiatidery Knights Templars; join- 
ing the order duripg his second ‘pastor- 
ate at.Conway. He was also a member 
of the Rising Sun Lodge, a blue lodge,of 
Conway, ahd of the*Order of the Golden 
Cross of Somerville, * :
